each one toward getting the most 
out of life, and should prepare him 
to do the work in the world in which 
he can make the largest returns to 
the community. Th** school failing to 
do this is responsible in a measure 
for the large number of vocational 
misfits everywhere. 
That there are 
misfits surely admits of no denial.' 
Doubtless there are many mediocre; 
professional men 
who 
spoiled so 
many skillful craftsmen in the mak­ 
ing: and, doubtless, there are many 
mediocre workmen, or skilled crafts­ 
men, for that matter, who with op­ 
portunity and training might he em­ 
inent in the so-called learned pro­ 
fessions. 
“ Every community likewise, has 
men and women in the ranks of skill­ 
ed and unskilled labor, who. with the 
opportunities of these professional 
misfits, might have been successful 
in these callings. But. sadder and 
more pathetic than either of these 
classes, is the still larger army of un­ 
skilled untrained men and women 
11Ii no life work. This is the vast 
army, that ior one reason or another 
at different stages in the process, 
have dropped out 
of 
school. They 
may have been compelled to earn a 
living; they may have been unable 
to do the work in school as it was 
presented: they 
may 
have out of 
m°re caprice refused to go to school: 
it all amounts to ti e same thing in 
the end—a vast army of helpless, un­ 
trained, idle men and women for 
the state to support. 
The Problem State** 
“The 
problem, 
then, 
is 
clear 
enough, but how to solve it is the 
difficulty. The problem is to insure 
c«iual opportunity to ail— to give ev­ 
ery child a chance to be all it is pos­ 
sible for him to be in life. It is to 
make it possible for every boy and 
girl to develop any aptitude or lik- 
a place rn these callings that will 
stimulate the largest activity. It is 
to make it possible for every boy and 
girl to develop any aptituro or lik-. 
ing for any craft or scientific pur-, 
suit. It is to provide, finally, for e v -! 
cry child a chance to develop skill 
in some direction sufficient at least 
to command a living wage. To solve 
this problem the whole scheme of] 
common s hod (elementary and sec-] 
ondarvi education must be reorgan-1 
ized and enlarged. Two great phases 
of education must be recognized as 
legitimate tnds 
professional and vo­ 
cational. The common division of cill-; 
feral and industrial is false. 
Both j 
phases must he cultural. 
Tile Supreme Need 
“The supreme need at the present 
time is a sufficient number of train 
rd teachers to do efficient work in 
the countrv schools of this nation. 
Teaching is not yet a profession in 
this country. The salaries are so low 
that teachers cannot afford to make 
extensive preparation for the work. 
As a result, there is practically no 
professional test, and the scholarship 
requirements are very low. 
“The laborer is worthy of his hire. 
sud the teacher is no exception to 
' the rule. 
Teachers 
have hitherto 
seemingly been afraid that the pub­ 
lic would think they were teaching 
for money, and the kind public has 
sa\ert them from 
this humiliating 
reputation. It would probably be a 
revelation to many good people to 
know that the average teacher every­ 
where must stop to consider whether 
he can afford to spend $3 for the 
hooks which he really needs in his 


work. The teachers themselves have 
been altogether too modest in 
the 
matter. 
They have waited for the 
public to right their wrougs. 
“They have permitted the public; 
to fix salaries instead of fixing them 
themselves. 
And the public 
has 
drawn a distinction 
between what 
teachers and other people need to 
live upon. Here is a principle which | 
teachers should 
insist upon— that 
salaries are not to be fixed for teach­ 
ers alone, but for citizens for whom 
the public has a high regard. 
Reason^ for Better Salaries 
“The successful teacher must make 
long, careful preparation before en­ 
tering his life work. 
In order to do 
this he must receive sinh compen­ 
sation as will enable him to give his 
best Thought to his work. He must 
have the opportunity to make con­ 
stant daily preparation. 
To begin 
with. every teacher should have com­ 
fortable living expenses. In addition 
he should have enough to reimburse 
bis expenditures in preparation. It
